‘fore the jury who could in no wise 
assist it in returning indictments.” 
“The grand jury feels that its time 
is being wasted, and asks that it 
be discharged until such time as 
the State’s Attorney presents evi- 
dence of serious crimes,” the reso- 
lution added. 

Circuit Judge Ben W. Eovaldi 
refused to discharge the grand 
jury, but excused it from further 
service until Mitchell presents 
petitions indicating he has evi- 
dence of felonies to present to the 
jury. The grand jury term runs 
to Feb. 2. 

Protest by Mitchell. 

Mitchell, who protested against 
‘the grand jury being excused, told 
the court that three felony indict- 
ments had been voted since 
‘Wednesday, but the indictments 
had not been: signed by Fore- 
man King. He said he proposed to 
make a complete investigation of 
liquor and gambling violations in 
the county “and of officials Who 
failed to perform their duties.” 
Mitchell said he had intended pre- 


senting evidence in about 50 cases, 


and asserted he was also using 
the grand jury in an investigation 
of liquor and gambling violations.

35 more engineers, 
Law Called “Meaningless.” 
The United Mine Workers Jour- 
nal has been critical of what it

Purpose of U.S. Safety Code. 

The federal safety code is de- 
signed to forestall not only dis- 
asters but the day-to-day acci- 
dents which, though not spectacu- 
lar enough to rate headlines, in 
the aggregate exact a heavier toll 
than explosions. In all fairness, it 
must be recognized that violations 
of basic safety measures originate 
with miners as well as operators.

No people in the world ever 
owed so much real money as we 


do. Foreign nations’ debts through 


monetary inflation have reached 
numerically higher figures, but 
every dollar of our debt is a Gov- 


ernment obligation which can be 
cashed 


in for money. It is, of 
course, an internal“ debt—owned. 
by a large portion of our people, 
financed the whole people. 

The whole idea of government 
borrowing seems to be relatively 
modern, starting late in the 1700s. 
Before that, government loans 
were transactions between kings 
and private money lenders. 

(Kings had — credit stand- 
ings. e lenders often used to 
make them put up the crown 
jewels or the crown lands.) 

Political philosophers frowned 
on public borrowing. David Hume 
in 1752 warned that it would 
waste the public’s money in inter- 
est charges, and that it. would en- 
courage idleness among those liv- 
ing on the interest. Adam Smith 
in 1776 predicted that borrowing 
Sap ruin any state which tried 

The habit of borrowing grew 
with the development of democ- 
racies. The people willingly sup- 
ported taxation. Government ob- 
ligations were viewed as sound in- 
vestments. Scholars changed their 
opinions. 

British Debt History. 

Great Britain is one of the most 
practiced borrowers in the world. 
It had a debt of 50,000,000 pounds 


in 1715. At the end of the Napo- 
leonie wars it owed 861,000,000 
pounds. The British national debt 
had risen to 1,171,000,000 pounds 
by the time World War I began. 

Most of the British debt in 1914 
was about 100 years old. The gov- 
ernment had redeemed only about 
35 per cent of it in a century. 

World War I increased the Brit- 
ish debt eleven-fold, and interest 
charges just after the war 
amounted to 46 per cent of the 
‘tax yield, The British debt at 
present amoun to about 108 
billion dollars of which all but 
about three billion dollars is an 
internal obligation. 

Some countries in Europe, prac- 
tically bankrupt because of debt 
and monetary inflation, have re- 
sorted to capital levies. In Czech- 
oslovakia Germany it seems 
to have had some success, but it 

a failure in most countries. 

ussia, despite its scorn of capi- 
talistic processes, has contracted 
quite a substantia] internal debt— 
182 billion rubles, as reported by 
the State Department previous to 
the conversion of the ruble last 
week. (It is not yet known how 
the conversion will affect this to- 
tal.) In terms of the new diplo- 
matic rate of exchange, this 
amounts to $22,750,000,000 

Before 1945 Russia borrowed at 
4 per cent interest. Since then all 
its bond issues have been on a 
lottery plan.

RATS OF sr. LOUIS | 
REPORTED NEARLY 
FREE OF TYPHUS 


The rat population of St. Louis 
is relatively free of typhus, which 
means the human population faces 
no imminent danger of an epi- 
demic, the municipal rat control 

section reported y esterday after 
a year's study. 

Native rats received no clean 
bill of health, however. They were 
found to have significant numbers 
of parasites which could cause an 
epidemic among the rat popula- 
tion if there were an influx of in- 
fected rats from typhus areas, 
and ultimately could spread the 
disease to man. 

Only six cases of typhus among 
humans were reported in St. Louis 
over a 10-year period, and four 
of the patients were non-residents. 
But health authorities were con- 
cerned over the spread of murine 
typhus from the Southeast, and 
wanted to determine if the dis- 

ease had made any headway here. 

8 in some cities have indi- 
cated more than 80 per cent of the 
rats were typhus carriers, but of 
861 rats tested here, 853 showed no 
signs of the disease, the re- 
maining eight showed only weak 
positive reactions. Since the tests 
required blood samples from live 
rats, special traps were required.

Compared With Europe's Kings 


LONDON, Dec. 20 (AP) — The 
king business ‘still is about the 
best-paying occupation in Europe. 
Even the smallest countries pay 
their monarchs handsomely com- 
pared with the $75,000 annual sal- 
ary drawn by the President of the 
United States. 

Figures on royal incomes were 
gathered by the Associated Press 
after a debate in the House .of 
Commons this week turned atten 
tion to the amounts paid to Brit- 
ain’s ruling family. Commons 
aBreed to increase Princess Eliza- 
beth’s allowance to £40,000 ($160,- 
000) and to pay her husband, 
Prince Philip, £10,000 ($40,000). 

Eight European ntries which 
retain the monarchial system 
spent nearly $5,000,000 on their 
royal families in 1947, 

Best paid of all was Britain's 

royal family, which received more 
than $2,000,000 last year. Lowest- 
paid monarch appeared to.be King 
Paul of Greece, The entire Greek 
royal: family’s annual income is 
279,000. 
King Haakon of Norway also 
appeared to be in the “low in- 
come” brachét: His annual sti- 
pend. is 1,000,000 kroner, about 
$200,000, plus an undiscloged 
amount for palace expenses, 

Dutch Queen Wilhelmina's an- 
nual inrome from the state is 1. 
000,000 guilders, about $377,000, 
plus a maximum of 100,000 guil- 
ders ($37,700) for palace mainte- 


nance. She also receives the pro- 
ceeds of crown estates. 

King Mihai of Romania has an 
annual income of 62,000,000 lei 
($167,000) plus a 37,000,000 lei in- 
come from royal estates. 

Royal incomes look tremendous, 
but they’re not all hay. State and 
social obligations of the kings en- 
tail enormous expenses, and large 
proportions of state grants are set 
aside to meet costs of entertain- 
ing and maintaining the regal 
splendor their subjects expect. 


Elizabeth and Philip Give Cash 
Wedding Gifts to Charity. 
LONDON, Dec. 20. (AP)—Prin- 

cess Elizabeth and Prince Philip| 
have given to charity all the cash 
that was sent them as wedding

CHINA ORDERS TIGHTER 
MONEY CONTROL IN 48 


Chiang Calls Economic Prob- 
lem More Important Than 
‘Military Campaign. 


NANKING, Dec. 20 (AP)—The 

Chinese Government announced a 
new, intensified economic control 
program for 1948 today, including 
provision for imprisonment for 
one year at hard labor of anyone 
convicted of illegal transactions in 
gold or foreign exchange. 
The program to give the Gov- 
ernment more control over the na- 
tion’s economy provides that trav- 
elers may carry a maximum of 
$100 (United States) entering or 
leaving China. 

Persons making payment in gold 
or foreign exchange, which should 
have been made in Chinese cur- 
rency, will be subject to the same 
imprisonment as those violating 
the transactions’ regulation.

More stringent control over pri- 
vate, banks, continued suspension 
of loans to non-productive enter- 
prises, and relentless war against 
the money black markets.

An Employment Agency

A German-born worker of Jewish 
descent, who left Germany when Hitler 
came into power and became a naturalized 
citizen of the United States, declared he had 
applied for a job as a welder in a New York 
plant and had been asked where he was 
born. When he stated Germany as his 
birthplace, he was informed that he was 
ineligible, An investigation brought out the 
fact that the plant was part of an atomic 
energy project and that the Federal Gov- 
ernment required all workers to be native- 
born citizens.

Fear of losses, in the form of trade or pub- 
lic support, and fear of labor trouble due to 
the attitudes of employes who might object 
to working with members of other racial 
groups are the two principal = fears 
encountered. 


Persuasion Has Been 
Most Successful Method. 


Once the hurdles of these fears have been 
however, many employers have 
been astonished by the relative ease with 
which different groups have worked to- 
gether. Negro bus drivers, salesgiris, 
switchboard operators and stenographers, 
Polish clerks, Italian bookkeepers and Jew- 
ish supervisors have adjusted to one an- 
other with few clashes. One large employer 
who made the changes requested by the 
Commission with the feeling that unneces- 
sary difficulties were being created later 
said to one of the commissioners: Some 
of the new people I've hired are outstand. 
ing. I'm glad I hired them. You ought to 
point out to employers the benefits they get 
from an increased labor market when they 
have access to so many more qualified 
workers.“ 

The law applies to all employers who 
have six or mere persons on their payrolls, 
but does not cover non-profit organiza- 
tions of a fraternal, religious, charitable, 
exclusively social or educational nature; do- 
mestic help, or persons who employ mem- 
bers of their families. It covers hiring and 
firing, upgrading and promotion policies, 
conditions of work, application forms, prac- 
tices of employment agencies, membership 
in labor unions, and discrimination by fel- 
low employes. 


The conciliatory methods used by the 
Commission and its success in obtaining 
results through persuasion instead of po- 
lice power have led to general acceptance 
of the law hy employers, labor unions and 
almost all sections of the public. At the 
present time, there is little or no agita- 
tion for its repeal or modification, even 
from those who declared that it would be 
impossible to get employers to abandon 
discriminatory practices through legisla- 
tion. 

One of the most useful means of public 
education created by the Commission is the 
formation of local community councils, 
drawn from business groups, labor, the 
clergy and civic organizations. Some mem- 
bers of the Commission believe that in the 
long run these councils may accomplish 
more than legal sanctions, 

Councils have been set up in Albany, 
Troy, Buffalo, Syracuse, New York City, 
Westchester county and Broome county and 
many others are in the process of forma- 
tion. The local council is the body which 
stands between the enforcement machinery 
of the state and the problem requiring solu- 
tion.

| Called White Hope’ 
Of British Cabinet | 
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‘By MARGARET MAUNDER

LONDON, Dee. 20. 


MAN moving up in the foreground of the British political scene is James 
Harold Wilson, brilliant young economist who fills the important post of 


President of the Bohkrd of Trade. 


Only 31 years old, Wilson is easily the 


youngest man in top policy-making circles today and the youngest member of 


the Cabinet in more than 100 years. 
Harold Wilson lost none of his glitter 
when it was announced last week that he 


had succeeded in obtaining a trade agree- 


ment with Russia, under which Britain will 
receive 600,000 to 760,000 tons of barley, 
corn and oats, with prospecta for more 
following later negotiations. Wilson already 
had been hailed by the London newspapers 
as Britain's White Hope” and one of the 
greatest discoveries of the war.“ 


Such diverse newspapers as the liberal 
Manchester Guardian and the conservative 
Evening Standard agreed that the apparent 
success of Wilson's trade talks with the 
Russians was a good omen. 
agreement,” said the Guardian, is impor- 
tant not so much for itself as for what it 
may foreshadow.” 


What the Foreign Office thought of the 
youthful Board of Trade President tread- 
ing near if not within the sacred precincts 
of diplomacy was not announced. There 
however, of displeasure fn 
Whitehall over success by an outsider“ 
Wilson—even though the orthodox diplo- 
mats had themselves been able. to make 
little headway with the Russians. 


Wilson first came into the news in con- 
nection with preliminary trade talks with 
Russia last spring. Until then he was a 
comparative unknown, although a few knew 
he was the author of a work on Britain's 
coal problem that became the Labor party's 
blueprint for nationalization of the. coal in- 
dustry. 


Last Oct. 1 he took over the job as 
President of the Board of Trade. In it he 
must co-ordinate the forces of industry, 
labor, the Treasury, the Foreign Office and 
several other agencies to meet the goals of 
the export drive which aims at a 40 per 
cent increase over 1938 quotas by next 
March and a 60 Ser cent increase by the 
end of 1948. Sir Stafford Cripps, new eco- 
nomic czar, has termed this drive: This 
task which alone can save our nation.“ 


A Future Minister Is 
“Picked” as Schoolboy. 


The dark and dapper young economist- 
politician, baby“ of the Cabinet, was born 
March 11, 1916, the son of an analytical 
chemist from whom he inherits his genius 
for figures. Both father and son are said 
to be able to multiply two sets of four fig- 
ures in their heads. Young Wilson attend- 
ed a state elementary school and then made 
his way via the difficult scholarship route 
to intermediate schools and Oxford Univer- 
sity. 

While he was attending Royds ' Hall 
School in Huddersfield, in the north of Eng- 
land, A. V. Alexander, then First Lord of 
the Admiralty, delivered an address to the 
students. At the end of his oration, as 
speakers are prone to do, he pointed to hs 
group and declared, ‘‘who knows that among 
you boys there is not a future Cabinet Minis- 
ter?“ Sitting in the front row and right 
in line with the First Lord’s pointing finger 
was the boy who was to become the young- 
est member of the British Cabinet since that 
political phenomenon Wil Um Pitt, who was 
Chancellor of the Excheqder at 23 and 
Prime Minister at 21. 

Whatever the effect of the Alexander in- 
cident on young Wilson, he went on to 
make an outstanding academic record and 
carry off high honors in philosophy, politics 
and economics at Oxford. After his gradua- 
tion in 1937 he became a lecturer in eco- 
nomics at that whiversity, at the age of 21. 


“New Deal for Coal“ 


Is Published in 1945. 


Wilson’s first of many bouts with govern- 
ment statistics came when he went to work 


eee | tor Sir William Beveridge, he of the cradie- 


to-grave social security plan. He remained 
Beveridge’s research assistant until the be- 
ginning of the war. Then he volunteered 
for the Army, but the Government preferred 
to use him as an economist, first in the 
Ministry of Supply, and later in the War 


a Cabinet secretariat and the Ministry of 


Labor. 
Having proved his mettle as a statistician, 


4 Wilson was appointed Director of Economics 


and Statistics for the Ministry of Fuel and 
Power in 1943. From hundreds of gray 
pages of statistics, columns of cold figures, 
he drew a prediction of the, coming. fuel 
breakdown. His book, “New Deal kor 
Coal,” published early in 1945, forecast the 
coal crisis of last winter. * 

By this time Wilson was starting to go 
gray and he had acquired a neat, black 
mustache. He was beginning to look the 
part of the young politician he was to be- 
come when in the summer of 1945 he re- 
signed from the Civil Service to be the La- 
bor candidate for the Ormskirk division of 
Lancashire. He ousted Tory Stephen King- 
Hall for a “safe seat’’ in Parliament and 
went straight to the Front Bench (inner

Wilson is not a brilliant speaker. He 
is soft and quick of speech, and hie House 
of Commons performances are Gonsidered 
no more than adequate, It is for his ability 
as an organizer that he receives promotion. 
His reputation at home rests largely upon 
the statistical work he has done for various 
departments and upon his performance as 
joint secretary of the Greene Board of In- 
vestigation into Miners’ Wages, plus his 
coal plan. In the United States his work 
on the Anzlo-American Coal Committee and 
his leadership of the United Kingdom's dele- 
gation at the United Nations world food talk 
drew attention. 


His reputation on the Continent has been 
made since March of this year when he was 
appointed Secretary for Overseas Trade.

One night at a social gathering in Mos- 
cow a Soviet official who did not realize he 
was talking to Wilson scoffed at the British 
Embassy's inefficiency in announcing his 
birth date as 1916, The Russian knew 
well that it was 1899. Wilson assured him 
that there had been no mistake. Then to 
prove the youth of the British Government, 
which is sometimes chided for being on the 
aged and decrepit side, he jovially made an 
offer: “I'll pick a football team of British 
Ministers and you pick one of the Soviet 
Ministers, and we'll play you at the Dynamo 
stadium in Moscow and knock the hell out 
of you.“ 

The offer was not accepted, possibly be- 
cause Wilson himself is just under aix feet, 
weighs about 170 pounds and was an out- 
standing athlete at Oxford. : 

As President of the Board of Trade Wil- 
son receives $20,000 a year, but this figure 


underestimates his importance, for a man of 


31 years. Winston Churchill held the post 
in 1908, at the age of 33. Gladstone also 
was 33 when he became President of the 
Board of Trade in 1842. 


Restoring British 
Trade Now His Task. 


Today, however, the position is more im. 
portant that it ever was in the history of 
England before. Wilson becomes the co- 
pilot with Cripps in the gigantic task of 
pulling Britain out of the economic mo- 
rasses into which this nation was pushed by 
the destruction and the exhaustion of war. 
Wilson's Guiding Committee for the export 
drive will allocate raw materials, direct la- 
bor into essential industries and otherwise 
put the squeeze on industries producing only 
for the home market. 

Wilson is a worker of great energy and 
enthusiasm. During his stint with the Min- 
istry of Works he personally conducted a 
three-weeks tour of the country’s local au- 
thorities and building indystries in a 
“speed the houses“ campaign. When de 
flew back from Moscow in July, the plane 
in which he returned overshot the field and 
landed in a ditch near the London airport. 
Wilson suffered leg and rib injuries, but a 
few hours after staggering out of the plane 
he was outlining details of his talks with . 
Soviet officials to Cripps. 

One of his first moves after accepting the 
presidency of the Board of Trade was to 
have a bed put in his office. And his wife's 
rather plaintive response to her husband's 
appointment was, “that means Robin (their 
3-year-old son) and I shall see less of him 
than ever. He works a 16-hour day already. 
I saw him for only two weekends during 
the summer.” (The Wilsons. had been 
living in Oxford because of the acute hous- 
ing. shortage, but since his appointment they 
have taken a house in London.) 

Almost within minutes after Wilson's ap- 
pointment was announced he was deluged 
with inquiries about his views on the new 
women’s styles. Long skirts are not an 
esthetic question with the President of the 
Board of Trade—but a waste of scarce 
materials.

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The Marshall Plan Comes Whole 


President Truman has done a bold thing in 
asking Congress to pledge the country to a four- 
year Marshall plan costing 17 billion dollars. 
His boldness is in the assumption that a majority 
of the members of Congress may have the cour- 
age and statesmanship to take hold of the entire 


problem of United States policy in Europe in- 


stead of having to be coddied along a year at 
a time. 

There are sound reasons why Russia and the 
countries we mean to help must both be given 
to understand that the United States, having 
started the task, is going to go through with it. 
Russia will need only to wait us out if at some 
point we are going to throw up the sponge and 
quit. It will be encouraged to play the game of 
wait-and-win-by-default as long as it thinks we 

It will certainly not be, discouraged from con- 
tinued pressure on France, Italy. Greece and 
other countfies it wants to take under its dom- 
ination. The way to discourage Russia is to con- 
vince it that the Marshall plan is going to be 
carried out in full and that therefore present 
Soviet tactics are unlikely to be successful. 

The countries Russia is high-pressuring also 
need to know that the United States means to 
finish what it has started. If they think we may 


give up in mid-course, they will be compelled to 
appease Russia with the object of being able to 


get along in the U.S.S.R.’s empire in case the 
United States withdraws. 
So Russia will take encouragement, and our 


friends in Europe will take discouragement, from

Our heritage includes four essential 
rights—security of the person, citizenship 
and its privileges, freedom of conscience 
and expression, and equality of opportu- 
nity.

Skeletons—Some at Large 


This is where Justice Holmes could de- 
clare, “If there is any principle of the Con- 
stitution that more imperatively calls for 
attachment than any other, it is the prin- 
ciple of free thought—not free thought for 
those who agree with us, but freedom for 
the thought we hate.” 


But there are skeletons also, and not all 
of them in the closet. America is a good 
deal of a split personality. So we are te- 
minded of Boston hanging Quakers, Tories 
run out of the country by the patriots, 
Mormons hounded to Utah, and all that. 


The report points to many a present and 
current item for this exhibit. It sets down 


unflinchingly the whole picture of lynch- 
ings and police brutalities, unequal justice 
in the courts, denial of ordinary rights to 
persons of Mexican, Indian, Chinese, Jap- 


anese and other ancestry, poll-tax ob- 


stacles, attacks on Jehovah’s Witnesses, 
denial of assorted freedoms and opportu- 
nities to Jews and Negroes, housing ex- 
clusions, segregation in all its ugly discol- 
oration of the national life. 


President Truman fostered this Commit- 
tee on Civil Rights, and the report exalts 
him and the year 1947. But Mr. Truman, 
nevertheless, ordered the “loyalty program” 
which loosed such a swarm of unrestricted 
intimidation, snooping and tattling upon 
Government employes as Washington per- 
haps never in all its days had seen before. 
And 1947 has been one of our blackest 
years for violation of civil rights and com- 
mon propriety in the name of ferreting out 
Communists.

Nie- 
man Fellows, it should be added, 
are practicing newspaper men 
who, while on leave from their 
papers, are granted opportunity 
to improve their professional 
equipment through study and 
research at the country’s oldest 
university. 


These writers (among them a 
recent member of the Post- 
Dispatch staff, Arthur W. Hep- 
ner) take little comfort in the 
fact that in the time since The 
Brass Check” b the press, 
daily newspaper circulation has 
increased from 28,000,00 copies 
to 61,000,000. They find that 
relatively less news is printed 
because many editors have gone 
in for “escape entertainment.” 
They find also that there is a 
wide gap between the press and 
the people and that the gap is 
still widening. 

So they proceed to stick their 
necks out with a detailed blue- 
print for a newspaper which 
they think would redress these 
grievances. Assuming a daily 
of about 250,000 circulation in a 
metropolitan area with 1,500,- 
000 people, they plan its ap- 
pearance, content, staff and 
means for meeting its financial 
problems,

He 
thinks she can do it again (and 
take all of Europe along) if giv- 
en three essentials: Private 
capital, freedom“ from all so- 
cialistic’’ economic controls, the 
green light to build up all her 
industries except direct“ arma- 
ments.

The Marshall plan will fail, in 
his opinion, because it cannot 
(for political reasons) insist on 
„conditions“ of “capitalist re- 
form’ and a return to a “free 
economy.” In place of it he 
would prefer European govern- 
mental loans floated here, with- 
out SEC or other controls, by pri- 
vate bankers who would take on 
only good risks, ... The private 
money lender does not ‘impose 
conditions’ in any direct sense. 
If he is a banker to whom a for- 


-elgn government has come for a 


loan, there are times when he 
must simply tell that government 
that as long as it continues cer- 
tain policies he is afraid Ameri- 
can investors will not be inter- 
ested. ... The reforms brought 
about in the effort to conform 
with the wishes of private lend- 
ers are nearly always sound re- 
forms.” And here again we 
would be back in the good old 
days“ with our marines and our 
fiscal agents all over the place, 
in China, Cuba, Haiti, all pro- 
tecting the sound investments“ 
of our banker-reformers. 

Based on past experience it is 
difficult to see how a completely 
Free“ economy could be restored 
or would do the trick. More im- 
portant now is to determine how 
much (or even how little) con- 
trol is needed, and what safe- 
guards must be imposed to pre- 
vent that economic control from 
encroaching on political free- 
dom and liberty.

an open forum organized. 

Discussions were held every 
afternoon. The consecrated faith- 
ful did most of the talking but 
occasionally some infidel would 
wander into the group, ask a few 
questions and argue it out until 
he. was ruled off the floor. My 
sole contfibution to the proceed- 
ings was one question: What 
happens to the literature of pro- 
test under Communism?’”’ 

The younger commies were 
disposed to brush this off as 
typical bourgeois pettifogging, 
but an older comrade thought it 
deserved an answer which he 
proceeded to give, There was 
always a certain amount of ten- 
sion in any sort of society, he 
said. The fact that the main 
purposes of the group were be- 
ing carried out successfully did 
not eliminate the psychological 
need for protest, a condition that 
would be true in a Socialist so- 
ciety. That being true, wise lead- 
ership would always take care to 
gratify such a need as long as the 
main premises of the social order 
were not called into question. 
Healthy controversy, he was 
sure, would continue to exist 
within the “allowable limits” of 
debate, enough at least to cause 
an appropriate easement to tem- 
peramentally rebellious spirits.

She usually 
takes one child on her lap, works 
with him individually for a while, 
and then another, until all have 
had individual attention. It is 
only by individual attention that 
progress can be made, the insti- 
tute has learned.

S the time passes, Michael will 
A learn many things by doing. He 
will learn the word “run” by 
seeing his teacher saying the word 
and going through the motions.

When President Roosevelt died, 
her staff followed the usual pro- 
cedure and set up column after col- 
umn of news and obituary mat- 
rial about the President’s death. 
Cissie scrapped the works. She.

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HE brilliant Poinsettia, with its flaming 
crimson bracts and bright green leaves, is 
a latecomer among Christmas decorations. 
But since its introduction to this country from a 
native Mexico in 1828, it has s 
popularity such traditional floral ee 
as holly and mistletoe. Now it is universally 
— as the American Christmas flower. 
amed for the man who brought it to this 
country—Joel Roberts Poinsett of South Caro- 
lina, first United States Minister to Mexico and 
amateur botanist—the plant was associated 


with Christmas even before it was known here. 
In Mexico it has long been called “the flower 
of the holy night.” 

The Poinsettia flower actually is composed 
of greenish-yellow ball-like clusters in the 
center of the radiant bracts, which are neither 
leaves nor part of the flower. In most other 
plants, bracts: are protective coverings for 
stalks and. are hardly noticeable. 

The Poinsettias pictured here are among 
the 2000 now on exhibit in the annual 
Christmas display at Shaw's Garden.

ONDONS East End is one of the best 
places to see the actual working 
out of the Labor Government's pro-

To learn how 
the lowest income groups are faring in 
this bomb-wrecked region, I visited Bil- 
lingsgate, the historic fish market; Bor- 
mondsey, the Thames wharf district, and 
Bethnal Green, the slum section, while 
on a recent assignment in Britain.

In this district we visited Ful 
Street Day Nursery, operated by the bor- 
ough council for the young chi! 
dren of working mothers. The cost to 
parents is only 20 cents a day for each 
child, who receives three meals. The 
actual cost is $2 per child, the difference 
being paid by the local and national 
governments. 

We arrived while the children were 
finishing their noonday meal of orange 
juice, mush with real milk stewed 
apricots, Children and expectant moth- 
ers are the privileged classes for food in 
rationed England. Another stop was 
Bethnal Green, a traditionally “poor” 
borough, to watch the sidewalk markets, 
The selection of food was limited, rang- 
ing from live eels to frozen beef. The 
unrationed eels found a ready market. 

The ration and subsidy system per- 
mits low-income people to have an ade- 
quate if not a satisfying diet. The meat 
ration is 20 cents worth a person a week, 
plus an ounce of bacon (one slice). The 
subsidy brings the consumer's price far 
below American costa. Vegetables were 
not high by American standards. 

At these shops the women had three 
and four coupon books, one for each 
member of the household. The queues 
before some of the shops meant that 
much time was required for purchases.
